th. y would hswe to go. So in atlf- 
proteetioa they are obliged to keep 
the salaries of the reportew'at $6,000 
or |6,000 a year. They half to do 
this, but preservation ia the first law 
of editors as well as of nature. Many 
editors preserve themselves so well 
tfeatJUveir reporters never buy them 
out.

body that they are "journalists," but 
the old ones oall them deck-hand?. 
New reporters think they know 
everything, and in some offices k ie 
customary to put a dish «f salt o» a 
new reporter's desk. This is a deK- 
cate way of telling him he is too 
fresh.

So he 
wrote the longest kiml «f aiiauswer, 
vxplainini; all about the matter, and 
cloned by saying that he had been 
discharged because he disliked to 
be connected with a paper that al- 
lowed itself to get scooped. It took 
1,700.words to say this, and as it 
was sent by telegraph the Cincinnati 
editor bad a pretty big bill to pay. 
But it taught him never to ask tor 
explanations by telegraph again, 
and that Chicago reporters are pret- 
ty liable to keep up with the pro- 
cession.

This chtnge baa necessarily 
been very alight, but then every slight 
change in the right direction incites re- 
newed bope in the despondent and addi- 
tional cbeerfulnetc in the sanguine. In 
the first place tbe president rested well 
last night, and appeared much fresher 
and brighter in consequence. There 
was not much difference in the pulse, 
bnt it did not rise lo within lix degree* 
of where it stood yesterday at noon.— 
In the second place, the patient's break- 
fast was more substantial and better 
relished, and last tbe condition of the 
wound is pronounced more favorable. 
When examined this morning it was 
found to bo discharging freely, and the 
character of the discharge indicated 
that the pus came from the deeper por- 
tion of the wound. This is regarded 
by tbe doctors a* very important. 


The fact that suppuration now goes 


on without a drainage tube is alluded 
to by them as very satisfactory. There 
was no fever during most of the day. 
The diminished pulse to-day bears out 
the predictions of the physicians on 
Monday, and tbe fact in a measure re- 
stores public confidence. It ii plain 
from all these symptoms that the pa- 
tient is rallying from the effects of the 
recent surgical operations. 
They are 


very slight indication*, but are pronoun- 
ced by the doctors as highly gratifying.

It is said he cannot 
even raise a glass of water, aad is 
therefore perfectly helpless, yet his 
physicians ire hopeful and almost con- 
fident that they can bring him through 
this if they have no .more trouble with 
the wound. This look* now very favor- 
able. Should an abscess form, or even 
another pus cavity, before he has fully 
recovered from the effects of tbi* last 
operation, it wonld necessitate another 
operation under extremely hazardous 
circumstances.

of debility. While this contingency is 
not anticipated by the surgeons, they 
agree that it i* yet possible.
